Tho leasons of oxperiance may tench us, 
thorefore, to take timo by the forelock and 
to unticipate future complications by arsert- 
ing, in anticipation, claims that become 
more difficult of fullilmont a5 time goes on. 
China may not ba in the same danger of 
partition as Africa; but thero have boon 
indications enough, lately, that. tho pro- 
monition popularly ascribed to the Eagle is 
beginning to opurate and to excite intorost 
in ovonts, Tho rumoured swoop on Man- 
churia may hove boon prethatare ; but there 
ato those who hold ita acconiplishment, oue 
rday, to be cortnin; and ‘anticipate a 


‘northerly atride by Eoglaud as the natural 


response. “Ruesion diplomacy bas been 
scoring all round, of late, with the support 
of France; and France msy not, porhopa, 
bo fro of obligation to Russia for tho recent 
expansion of her ‘sphere’ in tho China 
Son. Germany has, so far, been fluttering 
aroand vaguely: making an occasional 
awaop, falcon-lke, but rising again without 
striking proy. She madq a dash somo 
years age at tho Oarolinag, but the Pope 
perserved thom to priest-craft and Spain. 
Bho seemed hovering, the othor day, 
over Quemoy, but sailed away again, 
leaving it intact. Bystanders suggest 
that sho ja siming, now, at Lappa.; 
and Portuguoso newspapers do not demar, 
The glory of Macao haa, in fact, so far de- 
parted that Portugal mizht viow tha crea- 
tion of unother [ungkong with cquanimity. 
Lapps representa, to Macao, chiefly a Chi- 
neae Custome station; but’tho shadow 
which overhangs it may remind Hongkong 
that the terms of its own charter included 
othe? islets whick ranked thon like, aay, 
Trinidad, o4 unoonsidered trifles not worth 
picking up, yet which it moy be worth 
white, now, toremember.

_ REMARKABLE OPIUM FRAUDS, 


Bombay, March 21. 
The Indian morchanta trading in Bengal 


ppium at Hongkong have been naturally 
alarmed at the discovery of Indian coal 
instoad of opium on opening chests shippod 
to Hongkong from Caloutta. The aubstitu- 
tion of coal instead of Bongal opium is 
holieved by the merchants to have taken 
place at Calcutta nt the time of packing at 
the factorica bofora the consignments sre 
actually shipped. The merchante in Bom- 
bay are inclined to take the satao viow, and 
cousidor the stato of things to be auch as to 
deal yet another heavy blow to this trade, 
threatencd as it is by tho substitution of 
Qhineag-grown opium. .

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THE IMPORTATION OF RAW 
COTTON INTO JAPAN, 


ABOLINION OF IMPORT DUTIES. 


A few days ago we published a para~ 
grogh calling attention to the agitation in 
Japan in favour of the abolitiog— of the 
import duties on manufactured wool. Tho 
following ‘extract from tho Kobe Heratd 
hag reference to the law exempting raw 
cotton from import duty, which haa just 
received the consent of the Diet. Thauks 
to this measure Japanese cotton spinnera 
aro placed in such an advantageous pusi- 
tion that they will be ablo to afford to 
sell yarus at much lower prices to home 
consumers, At tho samo time they will 
bo in.a markedly batter position to com- 
pote with Bombay yarns in China. A ver- 
nacular paper publishes some estimates of 
tho cost of Japanese and Bombay yarns and 
of the rolative oxpenses of placing samo.on 
tha Shanghai market. According to those 
estimates the cost of a bale of 20s, Japan 
yato lnid’ down ot Shaoghai “was yen 
93.69, while that of similar Bombay yarn 
was yon 93.84, loaving o balance of son 35 
in favour of the latter. Now that the im- 
port duty on raw cutton has been abolished 
local mills will be able to lay down’ tho 
raw. materia) at een 39.9 less per 100 picula, 
This practically is sen 40, Assuming the 
production of a bale of yarn © require 360 
pienlaof cotton, the saving in import daty 
alone is yon 1.40; 50 now that the import 
duty has been abolished Japanese cutton 
apinnera will bo ablo to placo their staple 
on the Shanghai market’ at yen 1,08 
per bale loss than Bombay yarn, 
thatead of sen 35 more. The’ differ- 
ence of over one yen por bale 
cannot fail to have o considerable offect on 
the trade. Up to the present even the con. 
dition of things does not appear to have 
bean “very discouraging to the Japanese 
spinner, the Kanegatuchi Cotton Spinning 
Company, for inatance, having recently 
contracted to supply a large quantity dur- 
ing thia month and the nest, Several 
Osaka Mills have also secured. contracta 
from abroad, Taking this state of things 
and the enactment of the law abolishing 
thodimport duty into considoration, it would 
acom safe to prediot that even during the 
months—May, June, July, sad August— 
whon the yarn trade is usually dull, there 
ia likely to be a brisk demand this year. 

In view of the prosperous state of the 
yarn trade and the incredse of spindles in 
many mills, thera is avery Ukelikood of a 
large business in the import of raw cottom 
Good crops have boon gathered in India, 
and it appears probable that large ship» 
monte. will be made during tho noxt fow 
months. It is reported thet the Nippon 
Yoson Kaisha has despatched extra steamers 
in addition ¢o those rogularly engaged on 
tho Bombay sarvise, and tho mor, 
Wakanoura, Icumi, and Kirkhill have ol-

STRANDED ON A CORAL REEF. 
STOPPED NINE WEEKS IN MID-OCEAN. 


: Bombay, March 21. 

The comparative rapidity. with which o 
journey from Bouth Africa to Osylon and 
Ludia can now. be performed is a matter to 
which attention has beon called in ovr 
columna by a. enrresporident who tells us 
that ho came from the Cape of Good Hope 
to Point de Galle in 4 Clan line steamer in 
ten days, On the very day that this lotter 
wan aout in, o representative of the Bombay 
Gazette had an interview with another 
traveller whuse exputlence of {tia time oo- 
cupied in the journey was of a very dif- 
forant kind, aithough o passenger in the 
same line of steamers, On the 11th of 
November laat the Olan Qraham, a good 
ahip of some 1,800 tons, left Natal for 
Point de Gallo witha full crow, and two 
pacsengere—one of whom was our in: 
formant, Mr O'Leary, rapresonting Messrs 
Boar and Co., of London Woll, The vessel 
being vory lightly loaded with cargo, the 
osptaip had inatructions to get to Galle aa 
All went merry asa 
marriage bell for the first week, but in the 
amall hours of Sunday morning, Nov, 17.

Weak 
followed week, but as the Clan Graham was 
right out of ita course, no friondly vossol 
camo near enough to be seen and signalled 
to, Tho time was ouo of terrible suspense, 
but the occupants of the ebip did their best 
to while sway the dreary fours and days 
and ‘weeks by ‘ye gentle art,’ plenty of 
turtles and other edible fish being prosur- 
able, Other diversions were got up, bar at 
the best it was an anzioug and dreary time. 
Fortunately, the passengora and crow wara 
not ostled upon to alloy the fears of any 
fomale frienda, a8 no women were on board, 

When.the tide wont down each day the 
vosael was left almost on dry ground, only 
the storn being in nbout six inches of water, 
Some of the crew left the ship, and made

Tho maintonance expenses ate estimated at 
£400,000 per annum, to which he adds 50 
per cent. in order to be upon the safa aide, 
aud deducting this £600,000, and onother 
£135,000 for contingenoiea, he arrives ata 
net iucome of £1,715,000, which would pay 
nearly G6 per cent. on £30,000,000, and 
nearly 44 upon £40,000,000 of capital. At 
the same time it must be observed that the 
rofits of such an undertaking. aro just os 
tikely to exceed 8a to fall bolow the estimate 
above arrived ot. Such, at least, baa been 
the experience of the Snoz ‘Canal, whioh it 
was prophesied would only lend to financial 
disaster. Bat its success has exceeded the 
most sanguine expectations of. its promo- 
tera; the tonnage passing through that 
chandel increased upwards of 60 per cont. 
in 10 years, and ‘the 176,602 shatea pur- 
chased hy the Imperial Government at the 
instance of Mr F. Greenwood, the then 
editor of the St. James's Gazette, for the sam 
of £4,000,000, are at this moment worth 
£16,000,000 on tho Londen Stook Exchange, 
It is a mere trniem to desert that industry 
and commerce expand in precise proportion 
to the expsnsion of the means of communica.
